from 1008. The linal details for the conduct of the , 
meeiing along broad lines that are expected to make , 
for the jiermaiieucj’ of the sjiort have been decided ] 
upon ami will be earefully carried out. The pro- 
moters of the meeting realize that if the experi- j 
mental meeting which has Ih*cii arranged for this , 
white/ \* carried through to a successful conclusion, > 
New Orleans will be in a position next winter to re- | 
assume its supremacy as the foremost winter racing , 
•■enter of America. The past few days has brongnl , 
unite an influx of visitors attracted by the racing 
and the days intervening before the opening are ex ■ 
pec ted to see many more such arrivals. , 

At a meeting of ihe executive committee of the < 
ltusimss Men's Racing Association the price of ad 
missi.ii to the palm garden and paddock at the , 
Fair Grounds was detinitely tixed at $1. This, with 
the admission fee of $1.50 at the outer gate, will , 
limpiestioiialdy. in ihe opinion of the committee. | 
keep the attendance up 1o a high plane. It was , 
further decided to keep on sale during the meeting 
ion | h > u books eoiitainiug live and ten tickets which 
mav be purchased respectively for $5 and $10. Tins 
win enable people to get into the grounds and palm 
garden for $2. As the association is to receive no 
revenue whatever from any betting on the grounds, 
it was l bought that these prices would enable it to 
meet the heavy expense which will be incurred dur- 
ing tin meeting. Tin* association has also ordered 
a number of badges with cou|hhis for ten days, each 
coupon g< od for any day of the meeting for the ac- 
commodation of visitors who wish to avoid lining up 
at the box offices at the gate. These badges will be 
'sold at a reduced rate, and \frlU admit the bearer to 
the outer gate, the palm garden and the paddocs. 
Tliev will be plaeal on sale at once. 

Superintendent Frank Kelly lias turned the track 
rarer to tin* Business Men’s Racing Association as 
finally completed and ready to race over. As a 
demonstration of the fitness of the track. Raven 1 
sind Ix>ve Day. from the i\ M. Civill stable, worked 
si mile in 1:42. Robert K.. from the same stabl. . 
went three-quarters in better than 1:13, and three- 
eight lis in better than 36 were common. It is pre- 
dicted bv horsemen that the Fair Grounds track will 
be faster than ever this year, and that on the 
opening day a mile in 1:40 will be easily within 
reach of any fair horse. 

Assistant starter Welter reported that ho has ai- 
j cad v schooled forty yearlings, that they were a 
good-look hi" lot. and could all run, and he predicts 
that the “baby” races will Ik* one of the most in- 
teresting features of the winter meeting. 

.Starter A. B. Dade, who will officiate during the 
meet lug. will arrive from his home at Henderson, 
Ky.. tomorrow. lie writes that the excellent le- 
iH»rls he has had regarding the situation here have 
made him quite impatient to get to New Orleans. 

Among the jockeys already here for the meeting 
fti Eddie Mcl-Tweu. who is under contract to tn * 
Respess stable. He will continue with Mr. Resness 
for another year. Phil Goldstein is also here. Jake 
Markleiu. veteran Cincinnati horseman, will have 
first call on Goldstein’s services this winter. 

Jobuny McTaggart. under contract to Hugh Pen- 
ny. trainer of the Mizell stable, is another jockey 
fvtio is already on baud. 

Joseph A. Murphy, who will be presiding judge 
nn’,f manager of the coming meeting, expressed 
much satisfaction on his return from a brief visit 
to bis Jjome in St. Louis over the situation here. 

- With race burses arriving daily from all direc- 
t bms and the stream of tourist travel already start- 
ed toward the Oeseent City there can no longer l»e 
the shadow of a doubt alwiit the meeting lieing 

•i big success.” remarked Judge Murpliy. There 

are already about 239 horses on the grounds, and 
•shipments en route here from several (mints. in- 
cluding Juarez. Charleston will send a monster 
delegation, and our only concern at present is pro- 
viding first -class stalls for the newcomers.”

Seven new American time records scored during the year speak well for the- quality of the sport with 
which racegoers ir. this country were regaled during 1914. They also speak eloquently of the constant im- 
provement that is going on in American thoroughbred breeding as well as tbe advance that is continually 
Ic ing made in »l.e art of track conditioning. The distances for which new records were made are three and 
:• half furlongs, five and a Half furlongs, three-quarters of a mile, one mile, on* mile and a sixteenth, one 
mile and an eighth and seven-eighths of a mile over the straight course. With the exception of the last 
named, the new records were all at distances that are constantly being run. anil therefore the more signifi- 
< ant than if they had been at the fno*o infrequently run distances. During the preceding year five new 
American records had been made and the year before that only one. 

The new record of 39 %. ( for three and a half furlongs stands to the credit of James Butler’s two-year- 
old Supremacy .aid was made over the fast course at Juarez. Mex., February 1. with an impost of 115 
pounds. This displaced the record of 39% made by Calisse, carrying 123 pounds, at the same track, Janu- 
ary 17. 1911. 

To Jefferson Livingston’s wonderfully fast six-year-old sprinter. Iron Mask, fell the distinction of mak- 
ing the new records for five and a half furlongs and three-quarters of a mile. Both of his record-breaking 
teats were accomplished over the Juarez track. The new five-and-a-half furlong record is 1:03% and was 
created March 8 , under the exacting im)>ost of 150 pounds. It supplanted the record of 1:04%, held jointly 
by Bringburst and Pan Zareta. Bringhurst had originally made the old record at Churchill Downs. Louis- 
ville. Ky.. under 92 pounds, October 8. 1913. Pun Zareta had equaled it at Juarez, December 0. and again 
on December 13, carrying 124 and 120 pounds, respectively. 

Iron Mask’s record of three-quarters in 1:09% was accomplished January 4. It superceded his own 
record of 1:10%. made at Douglas Park. Louisville. Ky.. September 23. 1913. with 127 iHiuuds. aud after- 
wards equaled uy Leochares at the same track, October 3, 1913, with 109 pounds, and by Orb, at Juarez. 
December 9 following, with an impost of 90 pounds. 

One of the most notable feats of the year was the reducing of the mile record to 1:36%. This sensa- 
tional accomplishment went to the credit of R. T. Wilson's six-year-old gelding. Amalfi, carrying 107 
pounds, in winning an overnight selling race in connection with the New York State Fair at Syracuse. 
September 3. This performance was made possible chiefly because tbe track over which it was run bad 
iKen prepared especially for record-breaking trotting races and was without the cushion usually provided 
on tracks devoted to tin* running horse. The record which it displaced was 1:30%, made by the three-year- 
old filly. Chrlstophine. with 192 pounds up. at Juarez, March 11. 1914. 

Tlic Syracuse track also bolds the new record of 1:42% for one mile and a sixteenth, made by G. W. 

Wingfield’s four-j ear-old filly, t’elesta. on the same day that Amalfi ran his record-breaking mile. Celesra 
carried 108 pounds and her performance took the place of the record of 1:43%. jointly held by Gretna 
Given and Trap Rock. Gretna Green, ns a live-year-old, made tbe old record at Fort Erie. Out., August 28, 
1999, with 100 pounds, and Trap Rock, when a three-year-old. duplicated the performance at the same traek. 
July 5. 1911, carrying 112. 

‘ Andrew Miller’s champion three-year-old, Roamer, is responsible fur the reduction of the record for one 
mile and an eighth to 1:49%. It was at Laurel, Md., that he did it and the date was October 10. The old 
ivisird was 1:50 and had been made by Vox Populi as a four-year-old, with 110 pounds, at the Santa Anita 
track in California. December 19, 1908. 

Paris, a two-year-old son of Ogden in the stable of John E. Madden, his breeder, reduced the seven- 
furlong straight course record to 1:22% in winning the forty-fourth running of the Champagne Stakes at 

Belmont Park. X. Y.. September 12. That this was a performance of transeendnnf merit may be deduced 

from the faet that it was the Ulustrlous and unbeaten Colin, regarded by many as tbe greatest of all Amer- 
ican thoroughbreds, that held the record previously. Colin had run the distance in 1:23 in winning tbe 

same stake October 16. 1907, In which year he was the reigning sensation of the American turf. Colin ear- 
ned 122 pounds when he mode the old record and Paris had up 110.

CHARLESTON CARD GIVEN OVER TO SELLING 
PLATERS OF MEDIOCRE CLASS. 

Wintry Conditions Again Prevail at Palmetto Park 
and Racing Goes On Over a Course That Is 
Fetlock Deep in Sloppy Mud. 



Charleston, S. C.. December 2S. — Wintry weather 
.prevailed at Palmetto Park this afternoon, but de- 
spite the inclement conditions a large Monday crowd 
was on hand to witness tlie running of the card. 
Well balanced Helds faced tin* starter and keenly con- 
tested finishes marked the greater part of the pro- 
gram. The heavy rain that fell over Sunday turned 
the track into a quagmire, fetlock deep in slop. No 
special feature was down for decision and mediocre 
horses went to the i>ost in all the races. 

In the opening scramble of the afternoon, over 
the five and a half furlong course, F. A. Herold’s 
Miss Frances managed to beat a small band of non- 
winners by u small margin.

Tlie winner closed with a 
sensational burst of speed. 

Jockey Fred Coleman made bis reappearance in 
tlie saddle this afternoon after having been out of 
the saddle since the Havre de Grace meeting. A. 
G. Blakeley made a handsome offer for the Imy’s 
contract for the meeting at Havana, but J. G. 
Wagnon declined tlie terms offered aud will take 
tin* boy to New Orleans.

ORIENTAL PARK PRACTICALLY COMPLETED. 

Only Finishing Touches Remain to Be Done at H. 
D. Brown's New Track in Cuba. 



Havana. Cuba, December 28. — Oriental Park, 
where a winter season of racing will begin January 
7 and continue until March 15. is not far from 
ready for its inaugural meeting. The huge steel 
grandstand, 400 teet in length, which will comfort- 
ably accommodate 10,000 persons, is completed. 
The work on the re-inforced concrete clubhouse, 
which will cost when completed $40,000, is well 
under way. and the organization of the club of Ha- 
vana society folk, who will throng the enclosure on 
the big day's, lias been completed. 

Next to tbe big grandstand, tbe bulk of which 
makes it a noteworthy spot to observers for miles 
around, is the "gloriente,” or what would eorre- 
spond to the “bleachers” on an American course. 
The “gloriente” itself is as large, if not larger, 
than tbe average stand on the big courses in the 
United States and Canada. Here will gather the 
Cuban working classes, and the pari-mutuel ma- 
chines. twenty in number, will be installed for their 
use. as this form of wagering has long been fa- 
miliar to them through its use on the recently sus- 
pended national game of jai-alal. 

The huge stand, betting ring, “gloriente” and 
.uminlstration building are thirty feet above tlie 
level of the course. The descent to the level 
of the course is by three terraced esplanades, 
and this luwn space has been pronounced by Ameri- 
can observers as tbe most commodious of its kind 
ever seen. Wide boulevard -like approaches, bordered 
with tropical plants, sweep from the bench and 
Marianao roads to the entrance of the course, and 
there is a special parking space for automobiles. 

The stables, which will shelter 860 horses, and 
for which no rent is to )m* charged to the horsemen, 
are in a long row opi>osite the stand. The Principe 
railroad, which connects with the car ferries at l*a 
Machina wharf, has its unloading platform fifteen 
feet from the stable lanes, and consequently there 
is no lending for tlie horses when they are de- 
trained. 

Aside from the physical aspect of Oriental Park 
Itself, which has served as a magnet to attract 
visitors front Havana by the hundreds during the 
past two weeks, the social side of racing in Havana 
is being emphasized in a noteworthy way. Organi- 
zation of the club membership roster has been com- 
pleted, ami tbe roll is filled. When it is con- 
'sidcred that the membership fee for the first year 
is $150. and that there was general desire on' the 
part of Cuba’s aristocrats to enroll, the idea of 
Manager Brown to provide a caliber of sport which 
should appeal to this class has been vindicated.

It will be seen from the personnel of this list, 
that the government not only sanctions the racing 
enterprise, hut through its leading officials is giv- 
ing the Cuba-American Jockey Club personal en- 
couragement aud support.

We have repulsed with success various 
attacks by the (lerinuns. Along the lower course 
of the Nida river we ousted, toward evening of 
December 25, from the village of Wisliea the Aus- 
trians who had obstinately defended it aud who 
attempted to fortify themselves on the left bank of 
t he Nida. We then drove the Austrians beyond that 
river. South of Vistula, in the region of Taruow 
(Galicia). on December 25, we drove back the 
Austrians from the Tiichow-Olpiuy line. The enemy 
abandoned ten raphl-tirers. and we took forty-three 
< i Hirers ami more than 2.5< M) soldiers prisoners. The 
next day wc continued the pursuit of the Austrians, 
who retreated in disorder. We captured eight more 
machine guns and about 1.000 prisoners. We 

occupied tlie heights near Sizdlizka, on the left hank 
of the Diala river. In the direction of Dukla (far- j 
puthhius) there were engagements on December 25 
aud 20. and the Austrians, driven from the Zmigrod* 

I m k la line are in full retreat. In the latest en- 
counters in this legion the Austrians suffered enorm- 
ous losses and left in our bauds as prisoners more 
than 10.000 men."* Tin* French war office issued 
the following: “In Russia the Germans. who re- 
sumed i heir march upon Mlawa have reoccupied that 
ritv. ’llie situation i it Poland remains without not- 
able change. The vi deuce of the battle upon the 
JlBtirn and the Rawka has diminished. In tlie 
central Pilica region the battle on the contrary 
continues keen except upon the lower Nida. On 
the whole Galician front the struggle is developing 
under conditions favorable to the Russians.” An 
official reiver! given out by the tier man war office 
says: “There has been no change in the situation 

either in east or west Prussia. Ill Poland our 
attacks on branches of the Dzura and Rawka rivers 
resulted in slight progress, soul beast of Tomaszow 
our offensive continued successfully. Russian at- 
tacks «ni Inowlodz from a southerly direction were 
repulsed with h«.*avy losses to them.” Among the 
items given out for publication by the German 
official press bureau are the following: “While 

the Germans on the Dzura and along the Pilica 
rivers are reported to he advancing, the Austrians 
appear i • lie having a hard struggle to maintain 
their positions east of ihe Dunaj^e river, although 
tin \ seem to he holding their own on its lower I 
leaches and also to he gaining ground steadily In 
the t'arpathiaiis. A report received from Gopcn 
hageii says the authorities at Warsaw have moved 
from that city |o Vilna.” 

The following oflieial communication was issued 
by the German genera I staff: “The enemy made an 

unsuccessful advance movement at Albert, in the 
direction of Doiscltc. which was followed bv a suc- 
cessful counter attack hy our troops early this morn- 
ing. The French attacks In Meitrissons. in the Ar- 
goune and southeast of Verdun, broke down under 
our lire. In upper Alsace the French attacked our 
yiositioiiK east of the Thann -Danimerkireh line, but 
all these assaults were repcl’.ed. During the first 
hours of the night the French gained possession of 
an important height east of Thann. but were thrown 
back after a vigorous counter-attack, and the height 
r< mains in our possession.” 

The German official statement reports that the al- 
lies made an attack by laud and sea on the town of 
Xienport. at the extreme right of the German line 
in Belgium. l>ni that no serious damage resulted. 
Thi* Germans also reported the canture of several 
1 renches and of a number of prisoners south of 
S' pres and the repulse of French attacks in the 
regions of Arras. Vert. tin and Senheim. 

IVtrograd reports that Enver Pasha, the Turkish 
war minister, has arrived in Armenia and will take 
command of the Turkish troops iu the Caucasus. 
Assisted by the Black Sen fleet, which bombarded 
the shore where the Turks were concentrated, the 
Russian troops drove the Turkish from the Transt 
ehovoc!i district, tin* Russian statement asserts. 

Late Petrograii advices are to the effect that the 
investment by the Russians of the Austrian fortress 
of Cracow lias again 1h*cii raised. Following tlu- 
discovery of an attempt by the Austrians to divide 
ihe Russian forces in Galicia, the Russians retreated 
eastward for a distance of fifty miles. 

The following official statement was issued by the 
French war office: “We hold strongly the trenches 

captured near Puisaleins. On the heights of the 
Meuse we have consolidated our occupation «*f the 
ground taken near the trench of Garonne. St. Die 
has been tiombarded violently.” 

The Antwerp correspondent of the Amsterdam 
IlMiidelshlad hates, on t Ik- authority of German 
officers, that there are i:nq.(HM> German troop* in 
the Antwerp district and that tliev have been 
ordered to defend the |»ositiou if besieged by the 
allies. 

The German government 1ms formally notified the 
American Stale Department that American cousuls 



in Belgium "must he acceptable to the German mi.. 
tarv authorities, and that it is desirable that some 
of 'the consuls he withdrawn for the present a 
least. 

A German airman who visited England o:i Christ- 
mas dav dropped a bomb near Rochester, which is 
only eighteen miles east-southeast of M I an Is. 
London, and seven miles from Gravesend. The Immuo 
dal no damage, as it fell in the roadway. 

The allies are continuing their vigorous offensive 
warfare along the whole of the western front in 
Belgium and France, hut their attacks and the 
counter attacks by the Germans have resulted in 
little net change in the positions held by the armies. 

Constantinople reports that the Turkish fleet Ms 
successfully engaged Russian naval forces in th * 
Black Sea. Two Russian mine layers were sunk, rim 
battleship Rostislav was attacked and the Russian 
fleet fled to Sebastopol. 

The Russian government lias authorized the official 
news agenev t'* deny in the most categorical manner 
the statement that * Russia has ceded to Japan half 
The island of Sakhalin in exchange for heavy artil- 
lery. 

The war has now been in progress for exactly 15(1 
days and its cost is figured at between three and 
four billions of dollars. 

Emperor Nicholas, who left Moscow Christmas 
evening, has joined Grand Duke Nicholas at the 
battle front. 

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 



Assistant Secretary Brcckenridge, acting secretary 
of war. announced (he receipt of a message tiom 
Governor General Harrison of the Philippine Islands, 
confirming dispatches sent from Manila recently 
that an insurrectionary movement has been started 
in the Philippines. The report minimized the extent 
of the trouble, hut stated that small bodies of Fili- 
pinos hml assembled In Manila and Navotas Christ- 
inas eve. and at Laguna de Bay Saturday night, and 
attempted to make trouble. As a result forty men 
were arrested and one man was shot by a policeman. 
Governor General Harrison reported that the dis 
orders had been suppressed: that efforts were lieing 
made to arrest the leaders, the chief of whom, he 
said, was believed to In* a man under sentence of im- 
prisonment for homicide. He added that nobody of 
any influence or standing was connected in the move- 
ment. 

The retirement of Governor .Toe Maytorena’s Villa- 
istas from the siege of Naeo, Sonora, has made 
Xaro. Ariz.. safe for the time being from stray 
Mexican bullets. Permanent safely for tmrdor towns 
depends on further conferences Brig-Gen. Hugh I.. 
S'<-ott will hold with the Sonora factional leaders. 

It is understood that the success of his mission 
hangs largely on Washington's answer to the plan 
submitted bv General Scott last Thursday, in which 
the chief of staff or flic Cnited States army is 
believed to have suggested the creation of a neutral 
strip along the border. 

The Tenth Regiment of Bersaglieri Sharpshooters 
has left Palermo for Avlona. Albania, where they 
will replace the bluejackets who were landed last 
week to restore order and protect Europeans and the 
peaceful inhabitants. Essad Pasha, the provisional 
president, has gathered S.S00 soldiers and marched 
against the Albanian relieis. intending to engage 
them in a decisive battle. None of the powers has 
protested against the Italian occupation of Avlona, 
Albania. 

Speaker and Mrs. Champ Clark announced the en 
gagement of their only daughter. Miss Genevieve 
Clark, and James M. Thomson, owner and publisher 
of the New Orleans Item. The wedding will take 
place in the spring or early summer at Honeyshuck, 
the Clark homestead at Bowling Green, Mo. 

Orders for 65.000 tons of high carbonized steel 
rounds appeared in the Pittsburgh district. 50 .<mmi 
ions lieing for France and 15.000 tons for Russia. It 
i< estimated that fully $6,000,000 worth of steel has 
been bought In Pittsburgh for the European bellig- 
erants in the last two months. 

General Villa’s forces have suspended their at- . 
tacks on Eihano. near Tampico, and have concen- 
trated tlieir attack on the seaport of Ttixpam. ■ 
where fighting is in progress, according to advices to 
the State Department at Washington. 

One American was killed instantly and another 
seriously wounded by Canadian troops patrolling J 
the Canadian bonier at Fort Erie. Out. The men 
were hunting ducks out of season in the Niagara j 
river and in Canadian waters. 

President Wilson was 58 years old yesterday. 
There was no special celebration marking the occas- 
ion. the President passing the day qnlet'y surrounded 
hy his family. 

An appeal to the 1’niled States Supreme Court 
has been granted by Justice Lamar iu the case of 
Leo M. Frank, of Atlanta, Ga.
